Our improved campsites 
all have clean restrooms and 
some even have new bath- 
houses with hot showers (one 
campsite uses solar heaters 
to provide hot water). The 
parks have been designed 
and equipped to meet the 
needs of most Alabamians, 
who usually can do so within 
100 miles of their home. 

Many families, groups or 
enjoy camping to- 
gether. To serve this need, 
the Parks Division offers 
group camping or lodges at 
Joe Wheeler and Cheaha 


State Parks and facilities 
which are soon to open at 
Gulf State Park. 

There are one, two and 
three bedroom cabins, 
chalets, and lodge motels 
available throughout the 
park system. 


Six of the resort-type 
parks also have excellent golf 
courses. Seventeen of the 
parks have swimming and 
fifteen fishing, seven have 
tennis courts, most have 
hiking trails and all have 
picnic areas.

Additional doctors, new, modern- 
ized equipment and an improved image 
of the hospital by employees and the 
public alike will be the first goals of 
National, Phelps said. He said they 
would actively seek a surgeon, an 
internist and at least one general 
practitioner, and ‘‘we will do this 
surprisingly fast.”” 

English opened the press conference 
with the statement, ‘‘After several 
months of intense study by Mr. Cook 
and the entire hospital board, and with 
full knowledge and blessings of the city 
council, a decision has been made to 
lease the Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home to National Healthcare of 
Dothan.’’ English said all involved had 
given a lot of thought to the decision 
and he expressed his personal thanks to 
Cook and the entire board for their 
dedication to the project. 

Cook said the board was real excited 
over the potential of this action. He 
pointed out that without the help of the 
office of the mayor, the action would 
have been impossible. ‘‘Phelps and his 
staff are compatible with our com- 
munity,’’ Cook said. He continued with 
“They are close by and if we have a 
problem, we can be looking them 
eyeball to eyeball within 45 minutes,”’ 

Phelps said, ‘‘On behalf of National 
Healthcare, we are thrilled to be 
involved with the people of Elba.’’ He 
explained that. his firm now operates 
five hospitals, ranging. from 22 to 400 
beds, two nursing homes and a string of 
pharmacies. 


‘We have never been so thoroughly { 


checked as by the people of this town,”’ 
Phelps stated, He noted that when they 
make a proposal on a hospital, they 
always suggest they be checked in the 
other communities in which they 
operate, ana until arriving in Elba, no 
one had ever taken the suggestion 
seriously; but that the Elba city officials 
and hospital board had thoroughly 
checked, and even had visited some of 
the communities in which they operate. 

Both city officials and Phelps 
emphasized that the action was taken 
with full knowledge of the existing 
medical staff and they were in 
agreement with the action. Phelps said, 
“This hospital has a tremendous 
amount of potential . . . potential that 
has not been utilized.” 

‘We expect that when we become 
fully operational, 85 percent of all the 
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Hospital Authority Chairman Drexel Cook signs ‘‘Lettez of Intent’’ to lease the Elba General Hospital 
to National Healthcare of Dothan. Also on hand to sign the agreement was Elba Mayor Bob English 
while National President Phelps observes from 1

40-hour week would put in 2080 hours a 
yeat According to the study, the 
average deputy in the department 
worked 705 hours of overtime in @ 


one-year span, or a total of 88,125 days. 
When added to the routine work load, 
this would reveal that a deputy worked 
what would amount to 348 days a year! 

Based on the state method of giving 
employees compensatory time at a scale 
of one-and-a-half, a deputy will have 
earned 1057.5 hours in ‘‘comp time’’ or 
135.41 days. 

When looked at financially, a deputy 
working 705 overtime hours would be 
entitled to $6,345 in overtime pay (this 
figure also based on time-and-a-half).

County Attorney Warren Rowe, who 
was present at a recent meeting 
between the sheriff and the 
commissioners, stated, ‘‘The code 
states overtime will be paid in 
emergency situations, but long hours 
spent delivering court papers is not an 
emergency.”’ 

Rowe suggested the possibility of 
the commission hiring ‘‘process 
servers’’ to serve court papers, thus 
allowing the deputies to devote their 
time to protecting the citizens of the 
county. Under the proposal, the 
process servers would be private 
contractors hired on a per paper basis. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley, 
representing the Goodman Water 
Authority, informed his colleagues that 
county work crews had done a con- 
siderable amount of damage to the 
Authority's equipment over the years, 
including cutting water lines and 
damaging hydrants. The damage was 
estimated to be in excess of $500 and it 
was also estimated the county had used 
over $300 worth of water. The 
commission voted to pay the amount of 
the claim, which was $829.60. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***Heard Judge Brunson report that 
the county maintenance supervisor had 


agreed to maintain the heating and‘ 
cooling system at the Farm Center 
Office Complex at the same salary 
previously paid to a private contractor; 
***Heard Sheriff Paul state the Super- 
vised Intensive Restitution program 
would begin statewide on May 11, and 
that 28 county jail inmates were 
expected to participate; 

***Was informed paving work on the 
Moates Road had been completed, and 
that work would begin on Sparks Street 
this week; 

***Voted to employ four part-time 
employees to operate bushhogs during 
the summer months; 

***Heard Engineer Frank Charlton 
report the Gateway Estates subdivision 
would be accepted for coumy main- 
tenance as soon as four problem areas 
were correctged; 

***Was told a federal court suit alleging 
unconstitutional conditions at the 
county jail that had been dismissed, was 
alive again, as an appeal of the 
dismissal had been filed; 

***Stated it was under no obligation to 
purchase a computer from the County 
Board of Education, saying it only 
agreed to look at bids; 

***Was informed 13 employees were 
now working in the county under the 
Southeast Alabama skills program; 
***Voted to allow dumping of dead 
animals at the county landfill only prior 
to 2 p.m.; 

***Was told the Grand Jury had 
commended it for the conditions of 
courthouse and courthouse grounds; 
and 

***Paid bills.

Last week we commented in this space about the projected 
budget deficit of the federal government, and this still 
concerns us.

Now if you are interested in stepping out 
of an open cockpit aircraft onto the wing, letting the propwash 
wind hit you at over 100 miles an hour while you are balanced 
several hundred feet in the air on the bobbing wing of an 
airplane -- your unemployment woes are over. Me - I will just 
sit around and complain, rather than commit myself to certain 
death

Before we forget the airplanes completely we must comment 
on the airliner that went down last week because all the oil 
leaked from the three engines. It is a safety measure that 
they install magnetic plugs in those things to detect any 
grinding of metal that could cause engine failure. This is a 
good safety feature but it is a bit frightening that the very 
cause of the engine failure was the safety device installed to 
prevent failure. The three little ‘‘O’’ rings that got left off 
could be bought for a nickel apiece in a hardware store, but 
probably cost a quarter from aircraft supply sources; yet their 
absence probably caused three engines to burn up. 


If you want to see a good fight, just watch Geneva County for 
the next six or eight weeks. It appears there will be a wet-dry 
battle as those wanting a vote on the sale of beer and whiskey 
in the county have submitted a petition with enough names to 
require the election. If the probate judge determines the 
names are legit voters, the battle is on and tempers will flare. 
We don’t want to put our dogs in that hunt, but have long 
contended that it is not a question of drinking or not drinking 
or even selling or not selling, but a question of legally selling 
or not selling. The drinking part was settled some years ago 
by the legislature when they made it legal to process a certain 
amount of beer and whiskey in dry counties. 


We were pleased to read where the federal courts have 
decreed that the schools can legally deny a _ student 
graduation rights if he-she doesn’t pass certain mininum 
tests. A group of students had filed the lawsuit because they 
contended it discriminated against them. This would have 
completely nullified any value the diploma might have had for 
those who earned them. 


Toll free calling from Elba to New Brockton and Enterprise 
will become a reality by November of next year (1984) 
according to information from General Telephone and the 
Alabama Public Service Commission. ‘There were some 
problems with getting the okay on the project until last week 
when the PSC issued the required letter to General and got 
the project on the calendar. There will be no additional cost 
on this project, as it was part of the agreement during the last 
general rate increase in 1982. 


The military experts in Sweden are getting a lot of submarine 
hunting practice as they chase all kinds of unknown mystery 
subs around their territorial waters. There may or may not be 
that many of the subs in their waters, as radar can give some 
false readings, especially in such deep cold water as 
surrounds Sweden, Experts would like for us to believe it is 
perfect, but we only have to watch weather radar to see that 
things such as ‘‘temperature inversion’’ will give the same 
results as a rain shower. 


Looking over The Elba Clipper last week we began 
reminiscing over the growth of the local banks. When we came 
to Elba in 1963, the Elba Exchange Bank was the only local 
bank and had slightly over $4 million in assets. Last week's 
report showed they have passed $40 million! The Peoples 
Bank didn’t get started until later and their first published 
report was in 1974 and they had less than a million in assets, 
but now have over $17 million! We don’t know who owns all 
this money, but will nang in there hoping some of it will rub 
off on us... and we mean a little more than enough to keep 
us even with inflation. 


There has been a considerable bit of verbage lately over the 
power of labor and AEA in the Alabama legislature. So-called 
Business Interests are bemoaning the teaming up of these 
two and Alabama Democratic Conference, the predominantly 
black organization headed by Joe Reed. Now we don't like to 
see this domination any more than the domination of big 
business. That statement is like saying * 
are for it and some are against it, and | am with my friends,’ 
and we are not normally fence-straddiers. We have long 
contended that Paul Hubbard would hurt education's rating 
with the public; but his group still gets their wants. It is 
amazing to watch him at work, but realistically we must 
understand that the real work was done at the grassroots by 
those teachers back in the legislator's home district. We 
dream of the day when the majority of our elected officials can 
strike a balance between all sides and apply fair BUSINESS 
principles to their work.

family history of high blood 
pressure, are over SO and/or 
black. It is a silent disease, 
and usually the only way you 
can tell if you have it is by 
way of a checkup. This can 
be done by your doctor or at 
one of the 25 blood pressure 
monitoring machines in 
public places in Alabama. 
Blood pressure checks may 
also be taken FREE at county 
health offices. (In Elba this 
is done at the county health 
office the first three Fridays 
of each month, 8 a.m. - 4 
p.m.). 


Kidney failure is the 
number four cause of death 
in Alabama, and the state 
has the highest incidence of 
kidney disease in the 
country. 


For those who have not 
yet developed kidney failure, 
75 percent of the disease 
could be prevented by 
controlling high blood 
pressure. (There are, of 
course, other causes of 
kidney failure, some 
congenital.) 

For those whose kidneys 


chave failed - either acutely or 


chronically certain alter- 
natives are available. In 
acute cases the kidneys are 
tempoftarily knocked out by 
injury, infection or a toxic 
substance. Chronic renal 
failure means both kidneys 
have been permanently and 
irreversibly damaged. (A 
person can live with only one 
kidney, but not without both 
or a substitute.) 

For several people in 
Elba - and others in the area, 
including Enterprise, Opp, 
Geneva, Daleville, Samson, 
etc. - the artificial kidney 
machine - or dialysis - is the 
means by which they live. 
This machine provides the 
means by which the blood is 
purified or ‘‘washed’’ - the 
job which the kidneys are 
unable to do. 

This huge, life sustaining 
mechanical organ becomes a 
part of the patient's body by 
means of tubes - one inserted 
into an ARTERY of the arm 


‘ or leg, and the other into a 


VEIN. 

The heart purmps the blood 
through the artery into the 
machine and over one side of 
a cellophane filter. A 
washing fluid flows on the 
other side. When cleansed 
the blood is then routed back 
via the vein into the body. 
During the period of 
treatment, the blood flows 
through the machine, back 
through the patient's body, 
and back through the 
machine, making the round 
trip twice an hour, filtering 
out some impurities each 
trip. 

Chronic dialysis patients 
usually require three treat- 
ments a week of four to eight 
hours each. For Mrs. Madie 
Roberts, Mrs. Mary Thigpen 
and Pete Flowers of Elba;

Mrs. Edna Reynolds, New 
Brockton; Eugene Splawn, 
Coffee Springs; and others 
this means several trips to 
Dothan each week - to the 
Southeast Alabama Dialysis 
Facility on E. Main Street. 
Here, at a cost of $206 per 
treatment, plus expenses of 
travel, these people virtually 
renew their lives every week. 

In addition to the above 
costs, most patients must 
take between $200 and $300 
of medication per week. 

“To help defray these 
costs, Medicare pays 80 
percent; BUT 80 percent of 
their established cost of the 


treatment not what the 
facility may actually 
charge,’’ says Mrs. Doris 


Hughes, daughter of Mrs. 
Roberts. All kidney failure 
patients are automatically 
covered by Medicare, Mrs. 
Hughes said, _—_ including 
children. 

Also, if a pat nt has 
Medicaid, that will pick up 
where Medicare leaves off; 
and if a person has good 
medical insurance, that will 
pay; but if a patient has 
neither of these - he,is faced 


‘with a monumental health 


debt. 

An added cost is the 
doctor’s visit each time 
treatment is administered at 


a facility. This amounts to 
approximately $260 per 
month. 


Some area patients have 
dialysis machines installed in 
their homes, and thus do not 
have to make the necessary 
trips to the facility. 


Mrs. Brunease Winston 
of Elba began having 
medical problems the latter 
part of 1982 - but it was not 
until January of ‘83 that 
kidney failure was 
diagnosed. Contrary to most 
symptoms, Bru's blood 
pressure was.extremely low, 
and she did not experience 


swelling; she had to have 
humerous blood trans- 
fusions. Doctors found her 


kidneys were about half-size, 
but she doesn't know exactly 
how long they’ve been that 
way or if the condition was 
present at birtht’ There just 
came a time when they 
wouldn’t work as they 
should. 

Fortunately for Bru, she 
can administer Continuous 
Ambulatory Peritoneal 
Dialysis on her own. This is a 
fairly new technique, and not 
all patients are adaptable to 
it. One must take lessons 
and be able to carry out 
instructions precisely. This 
procedure involves a 
portable system, attached to 
the person via a tube which is 
inserted surgically. 

Each morning Bru 
empties the attachable 
container full of wastes and 
inserts a new one filled with 
a prescribed medical

cleansing solution, At the 
same time she must take her 
temperature, blood pressure, 
respiration and check her 
weight, consuming 
approximately an hour. This 
is repeated twice more daily 
before she sleeps again. 
And still she must make 
an average of two trips per 


month to Montgomery 
sometimes four - to see her 
doctor. 


Another alternative for 
kidney failure patients is 
transplant. In this procedure 
a donor kidney is placed 
inside the patient's body to 
take over where his own 
kidneys have failed. But this 
is not a simple solution. First 
of all, a suitable donor must 
be found whose kidney is 
matched to the patient's 
tissue. One out of four 
patients receives a kidney 
from a relative, but not all 
patients have relatives who 
are suitable donors. Another 
source is from a person who 
has died and donated the 
kidneys. 

In addition there is a 
waiting time for donated 
organs; and in some cases 
the foreign kidney is 
rejected - and the patient 
must start all over, waiting 
for the right one. Eugene 
Splawn is now awaiting the 
right kidney. 


Steve Bragg of the 
Victoria Community near 
Elba had a kidney 


transplant in 1980, and lives | 


a normal life. However, he 
must take medication 
constantly to keep his body 
from rejecting his adopted 
organ. Also, he makes the 
trip to Montgomery once a 
month for checkups and 
about once every six months 
to Birmingham for a more 
thorough checkup; he 
received his transplant in 
a Birmingham hospital. He 
also must watch his blood 
pressure. 

Steve stayed on dialysis 
approximately three years - 
including some time at home 
on a machine furnished by 
the Kidney Foundation. He 
and his wife Kathy had to 
take lessons and learn how to 
administer the treatment. 
When Steve received his 
kidney, the machine was 
turned back in for ‘re- 
working to be used by 
someone else.
